The roots of the willows, 
poplars and cottpnwoods fill the sew- 
ei-s and injure pavements, while the 
box elders and soft maples are always 
seriously, affected by insect and fungus 
diseases. 


Only the hardwood long-lived vari- 


eties should be recommended by this 
committee, such trees as the American 
elm, red and pin oaks, sycamore, Nor- 
way maples, lindens,'.jgliiko; Ironwood, 
locusts, etc. These trees will grow to 
be several hundred years old, are not 
seriously affected by insect and fungus 
diseases and, seldom look shabby or 
•unsightly.—J. H. Frost In Chicago
